NAMIBIA AND SECURITY COUNCIL- 

CORRIDOR ACTIVITY WAS MOST IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF JUNE 
2 DEVELOPMENTS CONCERNING NAMIBIA AND SC, PARTICULARLY 
DRAFT RES FLOATED BY SWEDES WHICH CALLED, INTER ALIA, 

FOR CHAP. VII LANGUAGE. IN APPARENT EFFORT TO AVOID

AS SC CONTINUED DEBATE ON SITUATION IN NAMIBIA JUNE 2,

SOUTH AFRICA; ZAMBIAN FONMIN PROPOSED CHAP. VII MEASURES 
IF SAG DID NOT COMPLY WITH CERTAIN DEMANDS BY SEPT. 30; 

REP OF GHANA SAID POSSIBILITY OF EXPULSION SHOULD NOT BE 
EXCLUDED; INDIA BELIEVED SC SHOULD CONSIDER CHARTER

LIBERIAN FONMIN DENNIS SAID VORSTER HAD NOT UP TO NOW

REGARDING WITHDRAWAL FROM NAMIBIA AS STATED DURING HIS 
VISIT TO LIBERIA. SC SHOULD TAKE EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO

COULD ENGULF WORLD IN RACIAL CONFLAGRATION. SC SHOULD
